2. No change to the satellite launch schedule was reported. Schedule is 
as follows:

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3 . In discussing the CORONA portion of the schedule, | | reported 

that Mission 1108 vould have 800 ft of SO-2^2 color film added at the end of one 
of the buckets. In addition to this, testing of the solar array panels will he 
conducted on the mission. As part of the test, the first 2 or 3 days of the 
mission will be flown at an 80 nm altitu de after whi ch time it will be boosted to 
100 nm for the duration of the mission. I I noted that the use of the 


lower altitude for three days could result in the "loss" of 300,000 sq nm of area 
coverage. The actual "loss" of coverage is dependent on the amount of film 
expended at the lower altitude. 


ORBIT SELECT CRITERIA - MISSION 1108 

5 . Two sets of orbit select criteria as shown below were submitted to 
the NRO. Chairman noted that the two were very similar and that a single orbit 
would probably be able to satisfy both requirements. However, if two orbits 
were required, he requested that the NRO brief the Committee on the characteris- 
tics and capabilities of the two. 

Case A 

1) Access to the USSR, China, East European Communist 
Countries, and North Korea from 20° North to the 
"lightline" during course of the mission. 

2 ) Weighted access to obtain maximum acceptable 
coverage of "holidays" in Area I (USSR and China 
only), using latest, most accurate "holiday" 
information at time of orbit study.* 


*Adqusted for climatology, of course, as operational considerations may dictate. 
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Case B 


1) Complete access to Communist Bloc countries north 
of 20° North. 

2) Multiple access to the following areas in order 
of priority: 

a. Semi-annual search areas with no 
history of coverage during the past 
year. 

b. Baltic, Belorussian, and Carpathian 
Military Districts (WAG 153> 168 and 
233). 

c. Semi-annual search areas with no 
history of coverage during the past 
half year, 

d. South China and North Vietnam. 

e. North Korea. 

f. Middle East (area between 29° and 
28° East).
